DEVELOPMENT; WAIT FOR AWHILE 
AGAIN SAY THE POWERS THAT BE 


PORTERVILLE - The 
Porterville area, and 
southeastern Tulare county 
has again been aced out of 
promised and scheduled 
highway development, as 
the state highway people 
have said, “Wait awhile 
longer. We said we were 
going to do something, but 
wait awhile.”’ 

Specifically, the im- 
provement and realignment 
of highway 65 between 
White River and Elmcohas 
been delayed until June. It 
had, for some time, been 
scheduled for February of 
1967. 

But now there is some 
problem about the railroad 
bridge south of Ducor at 
White River - a problem 
involving type of con- 
struction. 

From the standpoint of 
a layman, it would appear 
that this problem could 
have been worked out ia 
long time ago, since it was 


evident that the highway: 


would be rerouted when the 
state constructed the fine 
highway between White 
River and highway 99 north 
of Bakersfield, and con- 
structed the equally excel- 


lent highway through 
Porterville between Emco 
and Lindsay.

WASHINGTON, D. C, - 
Congressman Bob Mathias 
(R-18th) has introduced 
legislation which would 
regulate the importing of 
foreign milk and dairy 
products to the United 
States. The proposed act 
has been cited as_ the 
“Dairy Import Act of 
1967’’, and referred to the 
Committee on Ways and 
Means. 

“This bill,’’ Mathias 
said, ‘‘would prevent 
serious impairment of our 
dairy industry which is 
being damaged by the un- 
realistic and impractical 
standards of trade applied 
to the industry. 

“Most important, the 
new bill would put an end 
to the subterfuge and 
evasion practiced under the 
present inadequate import 
controls. 

“‘With the enactment of 
the Dairy Import Act of 
1967’ a definite and known 
level of imports would be 
established to which the 
market could adjust and on 
which our own farmers and 
foreign countries could 
make sound future plans.’’ 

Specifically defined 
dairy imports have been 
limited since 1953 by au- 
thority of Section 22 of the 
Agricultural Adjustment 
Act of 1935, however there 
is no limitation on 
variations of these prod-

Under the bill introduced 
by Mathias, all dairy im- 
ports would be subject to 
limitation. The Secretary 
of Agriculture would be 
authorized to permit entry 
of dairy products for any 
year in amounts totaling not 
more than the average an- 
nual imports during the five 
calendar years from 1961 to 
1965. 

“‘There would be no cir- 
cumvention of the import 
quotas. Once the quotas 
were reached, the door 
would be closed to’ any

ORDINANCE NO. 1123 

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING SEC- 
TION 3011 OF THE ORDINANCE 
CODE OF TULARE COUNTY, CON- 
CERNING THE INCREASE IN 
SPEED LIMITS. 

THE BOARD OF SUPERVISORS 
OF THE COUNTY OF TULARE DO 
ORDAIN AS FOLLOWS: 

Section 1. It is hereby determined, 
upon the basis of engineering and 
traffic surveys, that a speed greater 
than 25 miles per hour would facilitate 
the orderly movement of vehicular 
traffic and would be reasonably safe 
for the proper conduct of the traffic 
on those portions of the County high-, 
ways which are particularly described 
in section 2 of this ordinance, and 
that the prima facie speed limits set 
forth in section 2 of this ordinance are 


-hereby found by this Board to be most 


appropriate to facilitate the orderly 

movement of traffic and to be reason- 

able and safe speed limits. 

Section 2. Section 3011 of the Ordi- 
nance Code of Tulare County is here- 
by amended to read as follows:

committee and the agency 
in seeking solutions to 
these problems. 

Duffy pointed out that the 
problems facing Medi-Cal 
are not just administrative 
in nature. One of the most 
important concerns the 
financial soundness of the 
program and the accuracy 
of the revenue and ex- 
penditure estimates which 
have been made. Duffy 
said in order to reach basic 
decisions about the pro- 
gram, the committee will 
need to be assured that the 
cost figures which have 
been presented to date are 
correct. 

Duffy said the institution 
of this study by the Public 
Health committee repre- 
sents a _ realization that 
Medi-Cal is basically a 
health and medical pro- 
gram. Although Medi-Cal 
was originally considered 
in the Social Welfare com- . 
mittee, its on-going prob- 
lems are health problems 
and must be considered 
along with all the other 
health problems facing the 
state. This entire area is 
the responsibility of the 
Public Health committee. 


Duffy listed other 
problems confronting 
Medi-Cal: the constitu- 


tionality of the use of a 
fiscal intermediary to 
administer the program; 
the possibility that many 
nursing homes may not be 
able to meet _ federal 
standards for the program; 
the fees and charges which 
providers of services 
receive; and the level of 
benefits which can be pro- 
vided’ to the pence 
needy group. 


Duffy emphasized that 
although the immediate 
concern of the committee 
will be the short range 
problems facing Medi-Cal, 
its primary concern will 
be the creation of a fully 
developed program. This 
will be in line with the 
committee’s goal of de- 
veloping long range pro- 
grams and plans for meet- 
ing California’s total 
health needs. 

He invited anyone who 
has had specific problems 
with the present program 
to contact his Sacramento 
office.

(Continucd From Page 1) 
year’s statement should be 
checked against each of 
this year’s property state- 
ments. 

“Personal _ property 
should be shown once, and 
not duplicated. When a 
parcel of property is 
rented, it is necessary to 
show the first and last name 
of the tenant, his address 
and the type of personal 
property, if known, for 
example, furniture, farm 
equipment, livestock, etc.#’ 

If assistance is needed, 
property owners can call 
at one of several offices 
in the county - in Porter- 
ville, at Third and Har- 
rison; in Lindsay at the city 
hall; in Tulare at 125 South 
M street; or at the asses- 
sor’s office in the county 
courthouse at Visalia. 

Veteran affidavits for 
exemption, both inside and 
outside incorporated cities 
in Tulare county, must be 
filed with the office of the 
county assessor between 
the first Monday in March 
and the 15th day of April. 

All questions must be 
answered on the exemption 
application form, and 
veterans are reminded that 
the affidavit is no longer a 

confidential document and 
that it can be examined by 
anyone.
